s 5 ſoon as the Pontons, and the other Things 
ncceſſary for Throwing Bridges over the Rhine, 
were ready, his moſt Serene Highneſs de- 
tached the Lieutenant General Count Nadafti 
with a Body of Troops above Philipsbourg, the 
Lieutenant General Baron Bernclau with ano- 
ther below Szockflagt, towards Meiſenau, near 
Mentz, and the Lieuteuant General Count Leopold de Daun, 
with all the Companies of Grenadiers, to the Country about 
Stocłſtadt, in order to ſupport the Paſſage which General Bern- 
clau was to attempt on the Side of Veiſenau. The reſt of the 
Army was placed along the Rhine in Diviſions, after the Man- 
ner ſet forth in the Liſt annexed to this Account, in order to 

be at hand to ſupport that Corps which ſhould pals the firſt. | 
General Nadaſti attempred the Paſſage the firſt; having made ſo 
good Diſpoſitions, that the Pontons were already arrived at Schreck 
upon the zoth of Fane at Night; and having had Advice, that the 
Bavarian Troops had the Day before abandoned the advantageous 
Camp which they had under Thilipsbourg, fortified with a pro- 
digious Number of Works, and had retired, with the greateft 
Precipitation, to the other Side of the Rhine, he. cauſed Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Baron Trench, with his Pandours, to embark in the 
2 inne B 2 4 een ee Boats;

1 Huſſats Vounteers, followed the Pandours with the like Succeſs, 
under the Command of Major Count de Straſoldo. 
General Nadaſti having given his Serene Highneſs Information 
thereof, with an Aſſurance that — believed he might depend 
upon the entire Execution of the Paſſage, and that he hoped to 
finiſh the Bridge very apps ſet People to work at it with 
all the Diligence poſſible, rhe Prince gave immediate Orders for 
the Troops that were poſted from Neudorf to Stocſſtadt, to ad- 
vance, with all the Expedition poſſible, towards Schreck, to ſup- 
rt the Attempt. | | 
Whilſt the Pandours and the other Militia were paſling the 
Rhine, General Nadaſtis People had work'd with ſo much Suc- 
ceſs at the Bridge, that it was finiſhed much ſooner than was 
expected, and Yeſterday, about Eleven in the Morning, the 

Troops under this General, conſiſting of about 6000 Men, had 

all paſſed over without the leaſt Accident. The Regular Troops, 

| which were encamped between Roth and Reittingen, under thc 

i Command of the Prince of Maldect, at the ſame Time made fo 
4 much Haſte, that they arrived at Schreck before Eleven at Night, 
and without ſtopping, they filed off directly over the Bridge. 

As ſoon as Lieutenant-Colonel Baron Trent had landed his 
Men, he immediately puſh'd the advanced Poſts of the Enemy 
with ſo much Vigour, that he purſued them to their Camp, 
which was half a League from the Rhine, where, having imme- 
diately attacked three Regiments of Bavarian Cavalry, viz. the 
Horſe Grenadiers, the Prince of Tax:ss Regiment, and the Re- 
giment of Otlingen, he put them in like Manner to Flight, after 
having diſlodged them from two Redouts and one Intrenchment. 
A great Number of the Enemy were killed and wounded, and 
the Lieutenant-Colonel of the Regiment of Horſe-Grenadiers, 
with 37 Troopers, were made Priſoners. They ſo little expected 
this ſudden Attack, that without having Time to ſtrike their 

Tents, they were forced to abandon their Camp to the Pandours, 
who pillaged it. OTE 

As ſoon as his Highneſs heard of this Adyantage, he gave Or- 
ders for throwing another Bridge over the Rhine at Schreck imme- 

diately, and having marched with the whole Army upon the firſt 
of this Month at Night from Ladenbourg, he arrived with it here 
Yeſterday about Nine o Clock in the Morning, where he cauſed 
the Regiments to file off together over the firſt Bridge. The Se- 
cond was finiſhed about Four o'Clock in the Afternoon, partly by 
ve 4 of 13 Boats which were taken the Day before from the 
rench.

with the Loſs of a preat many Magazines, in order to to 
Worms, towards which Place, according to later Advice, he. is 


purſuing them with ſo much Diligence, that he has already driven 
them to the Neighbourhood of it. Ae 

Whilſt General Bernclau was executing the Paſſage, the Gene- 
ral Count de Daun being poſted with all the Companies of Gre- 
nadiers, and 600 Militia of the Theiſi, in the Iſland of Maulber, | 
near Stock/tadt, kept the Enemy at Bay by a continual Fire of 
Small Shot and Cannon, and by 13 little Barks which he had =_ 
with him, without any other Loſs than of two Grenadiers, and : 
two of the Militia of the Phet killed, and eleven others JF 
wounded.

This General having received Orders to repair hither in order to 4 
follow the Army, which is on the other Side of the Rhine, and 3 
having thereupon marched himſelf, and all his Grenadiers, he. is 
expected at Schreck To-morrow, having left the 600 Militia, un- 
der the Command of their Major, in the Iſland of Maulber, to 
guard the Bridge. 2455 

Although General Nadaſti had encamped with his Huſſars very 
advantageouſly on the other Side the Nhine near Leimerſbeim, ha- 
ving placed the Pandours and other irregular Troops in a more 
advanced Poſt in a neighbouring Wood, in order to get near to, 
and fall upon the Bavarian Infantry, which is behind this Wood 
in a Camp intrenched amongſt the Marſhes, nevertheleſs, upon 
Advice that the Lines of Lauterbourg were but weakly provided, 
his Highneſs thought proper to order this General to march with 
the Huſſars, Pandours, and other irtegular Troops, remforced with 
the Hungarian Regiments of Forgatch and Jeſeph Eſterbaſi, to- 3 
wards theſe Lines, in order to endeavour to make himſelf Maſter 
of them, whereof the Event is expected. 

The haſty Departure of the Count de Rofieres did not allow 
Time to enter into all the Particulars, but. they will be. related 
hereafter in a Journal. In the mean while, the good Diſpoſitions, 
the indefatigable Care, and the great Valour of General Nadaſti, 
cannot be ſufficiently commended, for to him the upp Paſſage 
at Schreck is principally owing. Nor can too much be faid in 
Praiſe of Lieutenant Colonel Trench, who contributed extremely 
to this Paſſage of the Rhine, and the fixing of the Bridges, by 
the Prudence and Courage with which he led on his Pandours, 
and repulſed the Enemy. ET] 

His Serene Highneſs will put every Thing in Practice to make 
the beſt Uſe of this firſt Succeſs, and to puſh on with Vigour 
the further Operations of the Campaign, and ſo much the more, 
as by his Poſition all Communication between the French Army 
and Alſace is entirely cut off. |

| Milan, June 21. 

Y an extraordinary Courier arrived Today from Turin, with 

a Letter from Marquis d'Ormea to General Pallavicini, we 
are informed of the Advantages gained over the Spaniards in 
their Retreat from Onqglia. The Marquis de Sinſan, Comman- 
der of fix Piedmonteſe Battalions, who were at Gareſio and at Or- 
mea, and who was in March to take Poſſeſſion of ſome Poſts, 
hearing of the Retreat of the Spaniards from Oneglia, made forced 
Marches in Purſuit of them, and having come up with them, 
charged them with ſo much Bravery, that they finding them- 
ſelves ſurprized, were ſoon put into Confuſion ; and 5000 Militia, 
who very opportunely guarded the Piedmonteſe Mountains along 
the Road thro' which the Spaniards were obliged to make their 
Retreat, having taken them in Flank, greatly increaſed their Diſ- 
order, ſo that being purſued by the Marquis de ar and taken 
in Flank by the Militia, the whole Body, compoſed of 12 Batta- 
lions, of one Regiment of Dragoons, and of a Battalion of Mi- 
queens, was totally defeated, one Part having been killed, and 

e other taken, with the Baggage, and very few having the good 
Fortune to eſcape. 

The Piedmonteſe have again enter'd Oneglia with their Booty, 
and are repoſſeſſing themſelves of all the Poſts in that Neigh- 
bourhood. The Enemy left in Oneglia and Dolce- Agua 1800 
Sacks of Flower, 400 Tents, 220 Barrils of Powder, and other 
Provifions and Ammunition. They have alſo abandoned at U!- 
cedo 237 of their Wounded. | 

Monday next the King will ſet out for Demont and Exilles.
